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ASI's plans for 24-hour study center encounters obstacle 


ASI leaders say that 
no location has been 
found for the study 
center.

Associated Students Inc.’s proposal 
to create a new 24-hour study center on 
campus has hit a roadblock: they can’t 
find a location to house it. 

ASI Chief of Staff Joseph Phillips 
said that earlier this year, ASI President 
John Haberstroh appointed Phillips 

and ASI Secretary of Internal Affairs 
Andrew Carnes to look into creating a 
24-hour study center. 

“We started out asking for the entire 
library to be open 24 hours but real- 


ized it was irrational,’ Phillips said. 
“So we asked if we could have just one 
floor available. They thought about it 
and decided no.” 

University Library Associate Dean 
Tracey Mayfield said that she and Uni- 
versity Library Dean Roman Kochan 
denied ASI’s request for a 24-hour 
study center after considering the re- 
sources that would be required to keep 
the library open continuously. 

“The staffing and building costs 


are considerable,’ Mayfield said. “But 
when you also take into account the 
[custodial] costs to keep the library 
clean and, most importantly, safe, it just 
isn’t feasible.” 

After assessing students’ average 
use of the library during a week, May- 
field said that 4,829 students use the 
library per day. The highest volume of 
use, roughly 7,800 students, occurred 
Monday through Wednesday, while the 
lowest point was during the weekend, 


which saw fewer than 2,000. 

Although the library has pushed its 
closing time back to midnight on Sun- 
days and Thursdays, students, like ju- 
nior graphic design major Viet Hoang, 
said they would still like to go to the 
library in the early morning hours.

Leaders of California’s three higher 
education systems recently announced 
that plans are underway to promote 
collaborative efforts on several key is- 
sues affecting incoming college fresh- 
men and transfer students. 

Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White, University of Cali- 
fornia President Janet Napolitano and 
California: Community College Chan- 
cellor Bryce W. Harris met in front of 
the UC Board of Regents last month to 
outline their ongoing plan. 

“The system is designed for collabo- 
ration,” White said. “It will lead into

When Mary Brenner, chair of the 
education department at University of 
California, Santa Barbara heard that 


her achievement, but sad to see her go. 

“It’s a disappointing development 
for us,” said Richard Deward, a UCSB 
education professor. “We hate to lose 
her, but we really are pleased to see 
that she can make a further contribu- 
tion to higher education. We are all in 
this together. “ 

Deward said Conoley has several 
qualities that make her a good fit for 
the presidency at CSULB. 

“She is an outstanding leader and a 
person who listens carefully to faculty 
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Chancellor Timothy P. White speaks during a press conference after his first State of the CSU address on Jan. 29. 
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the growth of the economic enterprise 
of the state.” 

By streamlining the student transfer 
process, increasing student outreach 
programs and promoting communica- 
tion between each system, the leaders 
said, they hope to strengthen the Cali- 


fornia Master Plan for Higher Educa- 
tion, which was created in 1960. 

“T am the product of the Master Plan 
... I started in community college, then 
to Cal State [University] and finished 
with my graduate work at [University 
of California,] Berkeley,’ White said. 


“And just like the Master Plan, I think. 


I’m fundamentally strong, but I’m a bit 
tattered around the edges.” 
The Master Plan serves as a guideline 


for the roles of the UC, CSU and CCC 
systems, according to the California 
State Department of Education. 
Napolitano said one of the main goals 
is to make the transfer process as smooth 
and transparent as possible for students. 
Napolitano said they are looking at 
establishing a new online student por- 
tal that would track academic progress 
and provide financial aid and transfer 
requirements to students. The portal 
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would be tailored to universities that 
students are interested in applying to. 

“One of the things we have learned 
and seen time and time again is that 
students in California select out of go- 
ing to college or a four year university, 
because they think they can’t afford it 
without knowing what resources might 
be made available to them,” Napolitano 
said. 

In addition to creating the portal, 
Harris said they hope to increase out- 
reach to inform students and parents, 
starting at the seventh-grade level, that 
college can be feasible with good grades 
and student grants. 

“Our ability to handle the challenges 
our state will face in the future is incum- 
bent, on not only helping our students 
succeed in greater and greater numbers 
but ensuring that we don’t leave any of 
them behind in that process,” Harris 
said. “[We] intend to begin a very per- 
sonalized communication campaign.” 

White said that directing money into 
academics is an equally important step 
that the higher education systems need 
to take in order to strengthen the econo- 
my over the next 50 years. 

“It’s not about saving money for mon- 
ey’s sake ... but rather, think of ways in 
which we can direct the vast majority 
of our resources to our core issues of 
teaching, learning, research, scholarly 
activities and our engagement with the 
community,” White said. 

In the coming months, White said he 
hopes to have more meetings with Na- 
politano and Harris, as well as the CSU, 
UC and CCC Boards, to move the col- 
laborative effort forward. 

CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said the plan is still new, and the amount 
of work it will take has yet to be deter- 
mined. 

“This is still a work in progress,” 

4Uhlenkamp said. “There will be addi- 
tional information about specific initia- 
tives in the coming months.”

Students at San Diego State Uni- 
versity may soon see a fee increase 
of up to $500. 

Beginning next fall, SDSU stu- 
dents may be required to pay a larger 
sum per semester as part of a pro- 
posed “SDSU Student Success Fee,” 
which would provide funding to hire 
more faculty members as well as ac- 
complish other tasks, according to a 
website about the fee. c 

SDSU Associate Vice Presiden 
for Academic Affairs Kathryn J. 
LaMaster said the campus has been 
discussing the possible fee increase 
for a few years. 

“Last year, student success was a 
big part of our plan, and it started to 
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SDSU 
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get traction and become a bigger idea,” 
LaMaster said. 

Currently, SDSU students pay $647 
in mandatory campus fees per semes- 
ter, according to the CSU website. If the 
SDSU Student Success Fee passes, fees 
could increase from $200 to $500 more 
per semester, according to the website. 

The fee increase was proposed because 
of drastic budget cuts to the CSU system, 
CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp said.

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home if they have the option to stay 24 
hours,” Hoang said. “This could save 
students a ton of time and money.” 

Junior graphic design major Amy Wong 
said she wants a place on campus where 
she can study, whether it is a 24-hour center 
in the library or somewhere else. 

“We get out of class at 10 p.m. on 
certain nights ... and have a lot of work 
to do,’ Wong said. “By the time we get 
home, we’re tired and lazy. It’d be nice 
and convenient for students to have just 
one building open 24 hours.” 

Although a 24-hour center in the library 
has been the goal, Phillips and Carnes said 
they had to consider other options. 

“We then tried the dining hall at the 
dorms,” Phillips said. “They also said 
no because they wanted only students in 
housing to be there.” 

With the library and dining hall out of 
the question, Phillips said he is looking to 
the Soroptomist House as another option. 

The Soroptomist House was donated 
to the campus as the first University 
Student Union in 1957, and like many 
old buildings, it now needs renovations, 
which makes it a costly option, Phillips 
said. 

“Tt is still an option, maybe our last 
one,” Phillips said. “There is a lot of 
work to do, but we will have to wait un- 
til after [ASI] elections to see if the [$16 
ASI] fee increase passes. From there, 
we will be able to work more toward the 
idea.” 

Students can vote for the proposed 
$16 ASI fee increase in a special elec- 
tion ballot via email on Feb. 26 and 27. 


“Tt is to provide meaningful access 
and quality education,’ Uhlenkamp 
said. “The bottom line is to preserve or 
enhance academic life for students.” 

.If approved, the increase would be 
used to hire more tenure-track faculty 
and provide additional funding so the 
university can enhance student success 
through expanded academic programs, 
according to the website. 

LaMaster said the fee increase is es- 
sential to fulfilling the university’s needs. 

“It is absolutely important for the 
future of the campus,” LaMaster said.

“We want to make sure we continue to 
strive towards excellence, hire quality 
faculty, add classes and serve the needs 
of the university’s population.” 

Uhlenkamp said students can offer 
comments about the proposed fee in- 
crease at one of 28 forums to be held at 
SDSU this month. 

“We are inviting the student popula- 
tion to come and listen to a presentation 
where we describe the state of the econ- 
omy and talk about four different pos- 
sible levels [of] the fee ... [as well as the] 
option of no fee,’ LaMaster said. “After 


the presentation, [students will] fill outa 
form to choose what option they want.” 

SDSU students, though, will not be 
able to vote on the fee as it lies in the 
hands of Cal State University Chancel- 
lor Timothy P. White. 

The chancellor can either approve the 
increase or keep the fee at its current 
amount, Uhlenkamp said. 

If White approves the increase, how- 
ever, students will be able to pay the fee in- 
crementally rather than pay the full amount 
immediately, according to the website. 

LaMaster said it is too soon to tell 
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and students,” he said. “She’s very ap- 
proachable and sensitive to different 
perspectives on how to get things done.” 

Michael Rios, editor-in-chief at the 
University of California, Riverside 
student newspaper, The Highlander, 
said that many students appreciated 
how personable and communicative 
Conoley was during her short time as 
interim chancellor at UCR. Conoley 
took over at UCR after Timothy P. 
White left the campus to become 
chancellor of the Cal State University 
system. 

At UCR, Conoley responded to stu- 
dent concerns about high crime rates 
by creating an overnight bus service 
that took students from campus to their 
apartments, Rios said. : 

Miles Ashlock, a doctoral student 
at UCSB’s Gevirtz Graduate School of 
Education, said it’s Conoley’s approach- 
ability that makes her a great adminis- 
trator. 

Ashlock, who served for two years on 
Conoley’s Faculty Executive Commit- 
tee, said Conoley gave advice on college 
decisions and raised student and faculty 
concerns. 

Though he is sad to see Conoley 
leave, Ashlock said he has no doubt that 
she is a good choice for CSULB’s sev- 
enth president. 

“Student success and listening to the 
voice of students are paramount in her 
mind,” he said. “I am confident she will 
be very available to students, especially 
those who take the initiative to send her 
an email or phone call.”

what the student’s thoughts are on the 
proposed increase. 

“We have only had four forums. It’s 
still a little early,” LaMaster said. “More 
students are hearing about it every day, 
and conversation around the campus 
will grow and hopefully more students 
will participate.” 

Uhlenkamp said White will take stu- 
dents’ opinions into consideration. 

“Tt is a deliberate process,” Uhlen- 
kamp said. “The chancellor will review 
the students’ input and will ultimately 
make the decision.”

al State University 
Chancellor Timothy 
P. White is on the fast 
track to improving 
degree completion rates in the CSU. 

White delivered his first State of the 
CSU address at a Board of Trustees 
meeting Jan. 29, where he said he plans 
to invest an additional $50 million to- 
ward his goal of graduating one million 
more students in the next ten years. 

The chancellor said the $50 million 
may come from a combinations of 
funding sources, including a portion 
from the $142.2 million that Gov. 
Jerry Brown proposed for 2014-15. He 
also said the funds could come from a 
student tuition and public and private 
contributions. 

White said the $50 million will be 
used to improve “seven key areas.” 
The intended areas include hiring more 
tenure-track faulty, the bottleneck 
initiative and college preparedness. 

White said it would require roughly 
a 40 percent increase from current 
degree completion rates to accomplish 
the goal of graduating one million 
more students by 2025. 

“Our top priority must be ... to 
improve the educational experience 
and degree attainment for all students 
and to enable students to earn a high 
quality degree in a shorter amount of 
time,” White said. 

Other key areas of focus include in- 
creasing high-impact practices such as 
internships and study abroad programs, 


as well as enhancing advising services. 

We think White’s plan for the CSU 
is ambitious but attainable. The areas 
of improvement he defined in his 
address will directly impact overall 
student success. 

For example, enhanced advising 
services could help students map out a 
four-year graduation plan with a more 
personalized experience. 

One of the biggest issues many Cal 
State Long Beach students face are 
the abundance of bottleneck course. 
Bottleneck courses are classes that are 
in high demand because they satisty © 
general education reuqirements, yet 
the availability of such classes falls 
short. ° 

Even as a full time student, it’s impos- 
sible to graduate in four years when these 
classes are full and waitlists are closed off. 

Although we may not see the direct 
repercussions of White’s ten-year 
plan, it will surely benefit future 
scholars that will comprise Califor- 
nia’s workforce and contribute to a 
healthier economy in the long run. For 
this reason, among others, we applaud 
White for setting such ambitious 
goals. 

We do, however, have a few con- 
cerns about how the $50 million will 
be distributed among 23 campuses. 

Additionally, we would like to know 
how much will be distributed to each 
of the seven key areas. White said 10 to 
20 percent would likely be allocated to- 
wards hiring more tenure-track faculty. 

We may be asking these questions 


prematurely, but we would still like to 
see more information. Without a time- 
frame or specifics about where the 
additional funds will come from, its 
hard to be too optimistic just yet. 


We’re all for the CSU reducing the 
six-year graduation rates to four-year 
ones but we would like to be updated 
with the details of his plan as they de- 


yelop, mainly the distribution of funds. 


At the end of the day, we are glad to 
see the chancellor is fighting to make 
the largest university system in the 
country even more efficient than it 
already is. 


Beatles performance on ‘Ed Sullivan’ is one of TV’s greatest moments 
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Television as we know it has been in 
our lives for more than 60 years. 

Since its infancy, television has 
informed and entertained the public. 
Events like 9/11 and the moon land- 
ing were brought to life through 
the often-polarizing medium of 
television. 

Although there have been many im- 
portant moments in television history, 
it’s easy to see that the Beatles playing 
on the Ed Sullivan Show Feb. 9, 1964 
is one of the most significant. 

In many ways, the Beatles per- 
formance changed how Americans 
perceived rock ‘n’ roll and showcased 
the intangible qualities that television 
would infuse into American pop- 
culture. - 

In one fell swoop, the jaw-dropping 
performance by the Beatles reached 


more than 73 million Americans. 

According to the U.S. Census 
Bureau, approximately 192 million 
people lived in the U.S. in 1964. 
Having more than 45 percent of 
the country watching one program 
showed how television could dictate 
the national conversation. 

This reinforces the now com- 
monly held belief that television has 
the ability to unite people from all 
backgrounds. 

The event also catapulted the 
Beatles from another British band into 
a pop-culture sensation. Before Feb. 
9, 1964, the Beatles were seen as an 
exotic import from the U.K. 


After performing hits like “All My 


Loving” and “I Want to Hold Your 
Hand,” the Beatles skyrocketed their 
brand of rock ‘n’ roll into popularity. 
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Sporting flashy haircuts, infectious 
accents and an indescribable charm, 
their performance showed a sample of 
what was to come, a level of fame that 
no musician except Elvis Presley had 
offered at that time. : 

Hearing the Beatles perform, 
though, simply wasn’t enough. 
America had to see them live. 

Without their appearance on 
American television, the Beatles 
would not likely have crossed over 
into the States. 

For many of America’s great rock 
artists, the Beatles were often their 
primary source of inspiration. 

The Beatles’ performance that night 
aired to an audience that contained 
many young and impressionable 
Americans. The effect is hard to 
measure, but rock legends agree it was 
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a turning point. 

“The Beatles came on The Ed Sul- 
livan Show and it was like the whole 
world changed overnight,” rock legend 
Tom Petty said about the performance, 
according to the Telegraph. 

In addition to inspiring a generation, 
the Beatles performance also exem- 
plified how television could single- 
handedly dominate what people talked 
about in their lives. 

Sunday will mark 50 years since 
the Beatles performed on the Ed Sul- 
livan show. What makes that show 
even more unique is how many living 
Americans remember watching the 
moment live on TV.

I entered a shed-turned studio car- 
peted with woven rugs, a dozen guitars, 
stacks of drums, an Organ and a stand- 
up bass.

gan from an old

By keeping it simple and sticking to 
the white keys, Bell’s vocal range was 
often heightened to screams that mixed 
nicely with the rich, echoing sound of 
songs like “Pray.”

lage ended up being this sort of ... what- 
ever it is that we do,” Bell said, whose 
favorite songs are those that naturally 
materialize after hours of jamming and 
collaboration. ‘ 

Their trademark songs are heavily 
layered with one or two instruments 
playing on a loop, while others fade 
in and out, speed up and slow down, 
which ultimately shapes the song. 

In “Summer Solstice,” a simple ar- 
peggio lingers in the background as the 
song wavers through different stages. 

For being DIY for much of the band’s 
career, their success is more of a result 
from personal drive than a miracle. By 
abandoning their jobs for self-conduct- 
ed tours and designing their own album 
art, Crystal Antlers have spent the last 
six years living purely for the love of 
the music. 

Over the years, the band has gained a 
wide fan base, from bar flies to young- 
sters and old-timers, traveling solo and 
hopping on gigs wherever they could. 

The band did, however, have trouble 
breaking into the scene as they were 
sometimes hard-pressed to score a gig 
at the Prospector. 

“We were always the weird band on 
every bill,” Stuart said. “We were some 
enigma, just kind of like ... there.” 

When the band embarked on their 
van tour, their mobility not only made 
them experts in vegetable oil engine 
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maintenance, 
but also in se- 
curing more 
tours ‘and ex- 
panding their 
fan base. 

In January 
2009, the band 
embarked on 
their first and 
most memorable 
European tour, 
during which 
long-time friend 
and cameraman 
Michael Reich 
filmed the tour 
as a_ loosely 
scripted horror movie. 4 

With the five band members, Reich 
and their manager, the pack traveled 
for two months in the grueling cold, 
filming scenes with random bystand- 
ers and holding up lines for restrooms 
while covered in fake blood. The movie 
is still unedited but the band said they 
anticipate its completion. 

“When we took these strangers and 
enlisted them in our movie, suddenly 
we had a reason to connect with all 
these people that we would normally 
just not [interact with],” Stuart said. 

Their newest album, released in Oc- 
tober 2013, is proof that the band has al- 
ready had a lifetime full of experiences.

LBSU will face UCI 
in a rematch with 
significant influence 
in the title race.

It doesn’t get much better than this in 
the Big West Conference. 

Tied for first place, rivals Long 
Beach State and UC Irvine will face 
off at Bren Events Center on Thursday. 
Both need a win to establish themselves 
as favorites to win the regular season 
conference title. 

“Our goal is to win the regular- 
season championship, and if we lose 
on Thursday, it’s not inconceivable, 
but it sure is tougher,” head coach Dan 
Monson said. “For us to contend for the 
league, it’s a must-win.” 

The last time the 49ers (9-12, 5-2 
Big West) and Anteaters (14-9, 5-2 Big 
West) squared off was in early January, 
the Big West opener for both teams. A 
defensive struggle led to a 46-44 win 
by UC Irvine that was heavily influ- 
enced by 7-foot-6 big man Mamadou 
Ndaiye. 

Ndiaye has a minimal impact on the 


offensive end, but Monson said after 
that he had never seen anyone influence 
a game as much as he did while only 
scoring four points. Ndiaye instead 
disrupted the 49er guards consider- 
ably, completely taking away the inside 
shot from guys like point guard Mike 
Caffey.

LBSU to take on bottom-half Big West foes in UC Irvine, UC Riverside

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team begins the second half of 
their Big West schedule visiting UC Ir- 
vine on Thursday, followed by a Satur- 
day game at the Walter Pyramid against 
UC Riverside. 

The 49ers will face two of the Big 
West’s top scorers in Irvine’s senior 
forward Camille Buckley and River- 
side’s sophomore guard Brittany Crain, 
whose great aunt was civil rights activ- 
ist Rosa Parks. 

The 5-foot-8 Crain is the second 


highest scorer in the Big West at 18.5 
points per game coming into the week- 
end. The 6-foot-1 Buckley is tied for 
fourth in the conference at 16.3 points 
per game and averages a league-best 
10.4 rebounds per contest. 

“Buckley is one of the most prolific 
scorers in the league who has an incred- 
ible nose for the ball,” head coach Jody 
Wynn said. “Crain is a great scorer who 
can do multiple things and this year 
they have some kids around her that 
can do a lot of things. It should be a fun 
week.” 

The Anteaters managed to- split 
games up north against UC Santa Bar- 
bara, 77-60, and Cal Poly ina close, 84- 
79 game. 

Irvine junior Jennifer Tsurumoto is 
also a big part of the Anteaters offense, 
averaging 15.4 points per contest to go 
along with 3.6 assists per game. Tsu- 
rumoto led UCI to force an overtime 
game against LBSU earlier this year on 
January 9. 

“We always knew she was one of the 


best guards in the league,” Wynn said. 
“She put up 30 points on multiple occa- 
sions and you don’t do that by accident. 
There will be a concentrated effort on 
her not being able to get to the rim as 
easily and freely as she did the first time 
around.” 

UCR is coming into this weekend 
riding a 13-game losing streak that 
dates back to Dec. 6. Depending on 
what happens against Cal State Ful- 
lerton on Thursday, the Highlanders 
could see two straight months without 
a win. 

LBSU split the season series last 
year with both teams winning in the 
other team’s house. The 49ers beached 
the Highlanders at home 80-66, while 
Riverside slid by with a 50-49 win at 
the Pyramid. 

The 49ers fell to Riverside in the 
last seconds after game-winning free 
throws clinched their defeat early on 
in the conference schedule last season. 
In their second meeting, The Beach 
scored the most points they had in 
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Anna Kim (21) and the 49ers will look to extend a two-game win streak.
